showed kidney infection as the cause 
of death. 


STARTED COLLAPSE 


The disappearance of George R. 


Christian, whose body has been Iden- 
tified in Omaha, precipitated 
the 


crash of the stock brokerage firm of 
Day and Heaton which failed for 
$2,909,501 five years ago. 


He disappeared Aug. 16, 1924. 


Two months later the firm of Dai 
and Heaton, in which he had been 
a partner for 28 years, was sus- 
pended from New York Stock ex- 
change for failure to meet its obli- 
gations and went Into bankruptcy. 


Accountants discovered huge de- 


falcations, consisting largely of se- 
curities belonging to customers. The 
embezzlement was laid to Christian 
and a nationwide search was begun 
for him.

of the Maybach company," (manu- 
facturer of 
the motors), "before 


bringing the Graf here from Cuers," 
Dr. Eckener told the correspondent. 
"It goes without saying we will not 
attempt any greater 
journey, es- 


pecially a transatlantic flight, until 
we have determined beyond perad- 
venture of doubt exactly what caused 
the motor mishap and until the nec- 
essary changes have been effected 
and tried out. The deftct can only 
be determined after the motors have 
been shipped here and a scientific 
examination made with all the means 
at the disposal of modern technical 
science. 


NO FAULT OF BLIMP 


"There is this much that I would 


like to say now—the breakdown and 
resulting difficulties for the airship 
have nothing whateve- to do with 
the dirigible itself. 
No objections 


or criticism of its construction can 
in any way be derived therefrom. 
That the airship, despite the defec- 
tive motors, was nevertheless able 
so to maneuvre that a safe landing 
was effected is in itself another proof 
of its airworthiness. It is also clear 
that another kind of multi-motored 
aircraft could not have been done 
better. I would like further to state 
emphatically that sabotage is out of 
the question. 


"Before the defects have been ex- 


amined I can only observe generally 
that some hitherto unknown factor 
must have entered in the case.

(Dr. Eckener used 
thi German word for fatigue). "This 
question is advanced in view of the

Let me point out, how- 
ever, that after the last Mediter- 
ranean cruise two of the motors were 
minutely examined for this

A LESSON TO CHICAGO 


It took Philadelphia less than lAven- 


ty-four hours to arrest, convict, sen- 
tence and put in the penitentiary Al 
Capone, the Chicago gang overlord. 
He is in prison for one year for car- 
rying concealed Aveapons. Capone was 
dumfounded at this swift exhibition of 
justice. Chicago professes to believe it 
•was a frame-up, the gangster prefer- 
ring to go to prison for protection of 
his life against his enemies. Mr. Ca- 
pone had been attending a convention 
of crooks at Atlantic City and in the 
open. Neither he nor anyone else was 
assassinated and it was said that a 
truce was fixed up among the rival 
Chicago racketeers at this meeting. 


For years Capone has defied not only 


his rival gangsters but the city of Chi- 
cago in his criminal activities, Chicago 
knew all the time he was a criminal 
himself, that he was responsible for 
numerous murders as well as other 
felonies. Yet he virtually had the key 
to the city. He practiced his criminal 
business with a high and mighty hand. 
Chicago authorities, had they been so 
minded, could have put Capone in pris- 
on any time they desired, just as they 
could do with scores of other murder- 
ers, conspirators and gangsters. 


There-is, however, too much graft, 


and the spoils of racketeering for the 
politicians and officeholders 
are too 


great in a city like Chicago to give law, 
order and the protection of society any 
reSJ-^tandilig. It^is, sheer mockery for 
Chicago to'pretend it never'had a case 
against Capone and was powerless to 
lift a finger fo jail this arch-gangster. 
The mere fact that he and so many 
others like him are and have been for 
years at large, free to commercialize 
vice and to murder at pleasure, fore- 
closes all claims to good faith that city 
may make in its false pretenses of 
fighting crime.

HUGHES TOUCHES RIGHT SPOT 


Charles E. Hughes, 
distinguished 


'American citizen and jurist, in Europe 


• to assume his duties as a judge of the 


world court, says to a London audi- 
ence : 


I come to you and to my duty accredited 


by a force that is stronger than governments, 
the force of public opinion demanding just 
settlements for peace. Certain it is that if we 
cannot at least make secure the foundations 
of international justice through the function 
of the Permanent Court in disposing of cases 
which lend themselves to judicial determina- 
tion, all programs for peace are but waste 
paper. 


I am happy to think that, despite the pres- 


ent and, I trust, hut temporary lack of formal 
relations on the part of my country to the 
tribunal to which I have had the honor of be- 
ing called, I may be taken as representing 
not only the detachment and impartiality 
which should characterize a justice of the 
world court, but the earnest desire of a 
great majority of my fellow-countrymen to 
promote the cause of- international justice. 


He is doubtless right in thinking so. 


Every test of American public opinion 
has indicated a great majority for the 
world court. The United States senate 
and tricky politics have kept us out. 
And the senate will change., and ma- 
levolent politics will fail. 


MEXICO TACKLES LIQUOR

power. Politicians of the type we have 
hac1 in this state for a good many years 
operating as reformers under the as- 
sumed name of Progressives are hard- 
ly to be accepted as judges of political 
probity elsewhere. 
However, the 


case against Mr. Lenroot was ob- 
viously a creation of the imagina- 
tion. 
Mr. Lenroot has -satisfac- 


torily explained his incidental con- 
la<:t with Mr. Fall in the Teapot Dome 
oil scandal. Any unprejudiced person 
would accept the explanation instant- 
ly. President Hoover would not have 
're-subinittcd Mr. Lenroot's name had 
he not been convinced of the former 
senator's uprightness and absolute in- 
tegrity. 


It has been the custom for so many 


years to assail Mr. Lenroot as a reac- 
tionary and with other like demagogy 
that unfair impressions and estimates 
of him have been manufactured. 
His 


public record is one of solid service to 
the people of Wisconsin and to the 
country. He has served the public in- 
terests well and there is nothing in his 
career to sustain a contrary assertion. 
It is a proper vindication of both his 
own character and of the judgment of 
two presidents that the senate has con- 
firmed his appointment to the court of 
Customs Appeals. That he will fill that 
trust competently and well goes with- 
out saying. 


VACATIONLESS SUMMER 


'President Hoover, it is announced, 


does not expect to have any regular va- 
cation this summer. He will content 
himself with such occasional holidays 
as he can snatch by week-end fishing 
trips in Maryland and Virginia. That 
is because congress is in session, and 
is expected to remain in session until 
fall, possibly as late as October. 


Thus anyone may see what a dread- 


ful thing it is for a president to have 
congress on his hands; By the same 
token, congress will not have any sum- 
mer vacation. The senators and repre- 
sentatives probably regret it as much 
as Mr.' Hoover does, and deplore hav- 
ing a president on their hands. It will 
be worth it, though, if real farm relief 
is provided. The farmers have not been 
having any vacations to speak of for 
some time. 


A PROBLEM IN ETHICS

cording to the United Press, because 
the district court learned they had 
been accepting protection money from 
operators of gambling halls. 


That sounds like an ordinary story

any stage of the game.

Are these officials to be con- 
demned for taking protection money 
from the gamblers, or are they to be 
praised for finding a new source of city 
revenue which would ease the taxpay- 
ers' burden?

Today's Anniversary 


DEATH OF COLUMtfCS 


Today is the anniversary of the deajh of Chris- 


topher Columbus in Valladolid, Spain. 


History has treated the memory of this great 


discoverer more kindly than the men of his own 
time treated him. As a result, the important dates 
of his life are fixed more definitely than those 
in the lives of many more recent historical char- 
acters. 


He died, in poverty and obscurity, on May 20, 


1506. A few months before he had made a futile 
trip to Segovia to plead with the king for some 
recognition of his rights in the lands lie had 
discovered. He pleaded in the name of his son. 


Columbus' body was placed in the Carthusian 


monastery at Seville, but in 1542 it was removed, 
with that of his son, Diego, to be interred at San 
Domingo. When that island was ceded to France 
in 1795, a transfer was again made, to the 
cathedral of Havana. Then, when Spain lost Cuba 
in 1898, the bones of the father and son were 
taken back to their homeland and placed in the 
cathedral of Seville.

Whether it 
is because we are better detectives 
than our medical fathers were, or be- 
cause there is an actual increase 
in the prevalance of sensitivity- in 
the race" it does seem that all these 
diseases due to peculiar sensitivity 
to poisons are on the increase. Prim- 
rose poisoning is an instance. This 
was scarcely mentioned in the nied- 
cal literature up to 10 or 15 years 
ago; now there are cases in nearly 
every doctor's practice.

Artificial Silk 


I work iix the. spinning room of a 


(artificial silk) plant and would like 
to have your advice whether the sul- 
phur fumes would cause any perm- 
anent injury to- my lungs or eyes. I 
know over a dozen men that have 
got "sore eyes" in this work, but 
they seem to get over it in a few 
days and come back at the same 
job. I don't knovr the composition of 
the "bath," but it is strong, because 
it burns and the burns take a long 
time to heal. I have learned "much 
about keeping in good health by 
reading your daily articles. (S. S.) 


Answer — The fumes are hydrog- 


en sulphid. The eye inflammation 
so caused is temporary and leaves 
no permanent ill effect. 
The acid 


used for spinning cellulose is sul- 
phuric. This acid burns the skin on 
contact. Keep some saleratus handy, 
to apply to neutralize the acid in 
case you get splashed with it. But 
don't use saleratus In the eyes. If 
you use anything for the eyes let it 
be merely warm weak salt water 
—a rounded teaspoonful of salt in 
the pint of water, and may be used 
as freely as you like. 


Resuscitation 


Kindly describe what the Schaef- 


er prone pressure method of resusci- 
tation is and how it should be ap- 
plied. (Mrs. L. D. P.) 


Answer—I have described it here 


from time to time. Every man, wo- 
man and child should be prepared 
to apply this life saving measure in 
any emergencies. The only way to 
learn how to do it is by seeing it 
done and then doing it under 
in- 


struction. It is so simple that aiiy 
5 year old child can do it. Descrip- 
tion, in order to be clear to the no- 
vice, must be accompanied with two 
pictures of the two simple 
move- 


ments of the method. I have tried for 
years to persuade various people to 
publish and broadcast such a descrip- 
tion, but no one seems to recognize 
the wide popular interest such a re- 
minder would live. The only pub-j 
lishcd descriptions of this life saving 
method I would recommend appears 
in Howell's Textbook of Physiology 
(the one picture shows the first po- 
sition or movement as Schacfer him- 
self gives it); and in Florence' Da- 
kin's "Simplified Kursing" (Lippjn- 
cott company) which includes two ex- 
cellent photographs allowing the'pro- 
per procedure. I warn you to be- 
ware of the erratic instructions and 
pictures given by the Hed Cross and 
numerous similar agencies.

SCIENCE IMPROVES 
THE GOLFER'S-GAME

London—Duffers who moan about 


tho woeful conditions ot the greens 
and fairways should hearken batk 
a few decades and then thank sri- 
ence for improving their game of 
golf. 


For instance, green and fairway 


conditions have been improved con- 
siderably through the breeding of 
grasses. Grass that grows in clumps 
is unsuitable. Grasses with fine slen- 
der leaves are chosen for the greens 
and a type that creeps along the 
ground for the links. One of the best 
golfing grasses developed t>y science 
is "dog bent" grass, which is said to 
be worth more than its weight in 
gold. 


A specialist in the line of grass 


study is Prof. Stapledon, a member 
of the Research Committee endowed 
by golf clubs. He has ilevoted years 
to studying and pedigreeing diffcient 
strains of grass. 


Further scientific imprmement in 


the game of polf is the ball itself. 
One of the 1ln>t golf balls \\.is a cov- 
ering of leather stuffed v, ith feaili- 
ers.

As he is a 
teacher himself, he knows educators 
intimately and he proclaims that it 
is impossible for him to depict the 
usual college professor of fiction be- 
cause the picture is. .false. The pro- 
fessor is real life is not the absent- 
minded, vague-eyed person that the 
fiction writers have .b^en^claiming 
ever since Washington ^Irving1 first 
caricatured him. He is as alert and 
human as the men of any other pro- 
fession, and this writer complains 
that the magazines want nothing of 
the real thing but insist on the car- 
icature — for the reason of course 
that the readers insist on him. 


(Incidentally, it is worth

that within the past year or two 
there has been one attempt to write 
a novel about a real college profes- 
sor, Carl Van Doren's "The Ninth 
Wave," but it is significant that this 
book was not a success.) 


Still more pronounced is the par- 


son type. Almost invariably when 
you meet a parson, in fiction you 
meet a stock figure. There is one 
type for the Protestant parson and 
another for the Catholic priest, but 
both of them have a number of well- 
defind characteristics that have no- 
thing to do with real life but "that 
conform to the legend which has 
been formed in innumerable novels 
and stories in which they figure. The 
writer who departs from the type 
and insists in taking a parson out 
of real life is usually riding for a 
fall, unless he has genius, which 
knows no barrier. 


The newspaper man type is anoth- 


er familial- figure. I have seen scores 
of movies and plays dealing With 
newspaper men but I have never yet 
seen one that was authentic. The 
newspaper man on the stage is us- 
ually about seventy per cent hokum. 
But the audiences seem to insist on 
that type. Being completely ignorant 
as to what a newspaper plant looks 
like or how a paper is made, they 
have no way of comparing the fig- 
ures on the stage wit!-, reality. Their 
reading and other plays they have 
seen has given them a mental pic- 
ture of what it ought to look like. 
Once having formed this picture, 
they don't like to liave it disturbed 
and so they recent it when a news- 
paper man on the stage departs from 
type, no matter how true he may be 
to the real thing. The type has a 
much better chance to be accepted 
than the real thing, but the consci- 
entious author who knows the real 
thing finds it hard to do the necces- 
ary faking. He is sensitive about 
feeding hokum to the public and so 
he's likely to fail. 


There is also the South American 


i\ pe. RiVnarei Hunting Davis made 
him familiar in "Soldiers of For- 
tune." O. Henry, who once went lo 
Central 
America to 
escape 
the 


clutches of the law and lived there 
from hand—to moifth, also portrays j 
ths typs again and again in his 
stories. He is a windy bragsard, ri- 
diculously romantic. Watch any mo- 
vie about life on. the continent to 
the south of us ajid you will see the 
type. Highly cultured South Amer- 
icans complain that this is a libel on 
them but the mo\ ie fan 
or novel 


reader cares nothing for that. The 
type has become fixed in his mind 
and he insists on having; it dished 
up to him again, and again. 


There a -c a great many types and 


they exercise a tyranny over the 
fiction writer that is hard to shake 
off. Only the exceptional writer ev- 
er dees f-hake it off. T!ie mine-run 
fietionist usually dors not even Know 
nc ;s present in .T stock figures.

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LEGISLATURE TO 


TAKE UP UTILITY 


FI6HT THIS WEEK 


Assembly's Committee on 


Judiciary Has Completed 
Hearings 


Madison— (M—A battle of several 


years- standing between the public 
utility 
concerns 
and the forces 


which seek to curb their power, will 
be fought to a finish in this session 
of the legislature. 


During the past week the prelim- 


inary stages of that battle have been 
waged. The Assembly's committee on 
judiciary has eomolwted a ?ert« of 
hearing which have brought into ac- 
tion representatives of both sides of 
the controversy. 


For a fnonth that committee heard 


the utility companies described as 
special interests 
preying upon the 


public; interest; it heard them de- 
fended for the service they render- 
ed. The committee, in executive ses- 
sion, must now weight the evidence 
it has heard, and make its recom- 
mendations on a number of impor- 
tant measures which it has before 
it. 


These 
measures 
cover a wide 


range of subjects. One is a resolu- 
tion calling 
for a 
constitutional 


amendment to allow the state to en- 
ter the business 
of generating and 


distributing electric energy in com- 
petition with 
the existing private 


companies. This is the most drastic 
of them all. 


Among the 
others is one which 


would allow municipalities to operate 
power plants in direct competition 
with private companies. Another bill 
would allow two cities to combine 
with the intervening rural areas in- 
to power districts, and generate and 
sell electric energy. 


All these proposals are fostered by 


the League of Wisconsin Municipal- 
ities. Their representatives, appear- 
ing before 
the 
committee, urged 


strongly that each of the measures 
be recommended for passage by the 
legislature. 


The league 
representatives, and 


other citizens who accept the same 
viewpoint with respect to the utility 
companies, are firmly convinced that 
the theory of utility 
regulation has 


failed. They argue, as do the Social- 
ist members of the legislature, that 
regulation cannot bring to the public 
the lower rates which it must have. 


In place of the theory of regula- 


tion, they have adopted that of com- 
petition—competition on the part of 
the government, whether state or lo- 
cal, with existing private companies. 


As part of their advocacy of this 


new attitude toward the problem of 
public utilities, the league represen- 


-tatires have waged a severe attack 


upon the railroad commission. The 
commission, they say, i? no longer 
a -Joody devoted to conserving 
the 


public interest. It has become, they 
argue, an instrument for protecting 
the utilities, enabling the large cor- 
porations to obtain from the public 
such rates as they desire. 


Although the 
personnel 
of the 


commission, they told the committee, 
is interested in the public welfare, 
the laws governing its operation and 
various judicial rulings controlling 
it, are of such nature that the body 
has no choice but to render rates in 
favor of the utilities. 


To these charges the utilities re- 


plied at length. They declared, that 
under indeterminate permits granted 
to them by the state, they have de- 
veloped their service to the commun- 
ities. They argued that through the 
indeterminate permit the state -has 
entered into a contract with theijji to 
leave them undisturbed in the enjoy- 
ment of a virtual monopoly. 


They argued- 
further that state 


and municipal 
governments could 


not enter efficiently 
into the power 


field, that 
the 
experiments that 


would be carried on under such legis- 
lation would not only end disastrous- 
ly, but would be paid for by the tax- 
payers at large, which includes the 
utilities companies. Such concerns, 
they said, would thus be paying tax- 
es to support their competitors. 


Resolutions are now 
before the 


two houses of the legislature calling 
for 
an investigation of the railroad 


commission. 
An even more drastic 


measure has been introduced by Sen- 
ator Walter Polakowski, Milwaukee 
Socialist, which calls, for the com- 
plete abolition 
of the 
regulating 


body. 


Such a move is in direct accord 


with the Socialist 
principle of gov- 


ernmental 
competition, instead of 


regulation. To this opinion, most of 
the Progressives 
and a few of the 


Conservatives have begun to sub- 
scribe, thus 
marking 
a definite 


swerve to the left wing in both po- 
litical factions. 


The public 
utility 
-bills are not 


alone the creatures of Conservatives. 


Two measures have already pass- 


ed the Assembly through the -votes 
of Socialists and Progressives; they 
arc supported by a number of Con- 
servatives, chief 
among -whom is 


Speaker Charles B. Perry. 


These two measures provide that 


public utilities shall pay income tax- 
es, the same as other individuals and 
corporations, and that power com- 
panies operating 
street car lines 


must pay taxes at the local rate, in- 
stead of the average state rate.

With his bodyguard, Frank Cline. 


the gang chieftain was sentenced to 
one year in jail last Friday 
after 


they had pleaded guilty to carrying 
loaded pistols. 


Monaghan's statement -was made 


in reply to reports 
from Chicago 


that Capone's friends were planning 
a legal fight for his release or the 
lessening of his sentence. 


"Ever since the disbanding ^of the 


special grand jury, which investigat- 
ed bootlegging, gang wars and police 
corruption, we have waged vigorous 
battles against Banditry in 
Pliila- 


delphia," the district attorney said. 
"An}* person apprehended in the act 
of carrying a deadly weapon can 
expect to be prosecuted. 


"The arrest of Capone was in line 


with our policy of going after 
all 


bandits and gunmen, local or im- 
ported." 


The prosecutor declared that state- 


ments that Capone had submitted to 
arrest to escape threatened death at 
the hands of rival gangsters had 
"merely added romance to an or- 
dinary incarceration." 


"It is an unheard-of proceeding," 


he said, "for a person who has 
pleaded guilty to file an appeal and 
ask for a new trial. 


But if it is attempted on behalf of 


Capone we will contest the appeal to 
the bitter end. If I have my way, 
Capone will stay in the county pris- 
on until his term expires."

ognized to the extent that Mr. and 
Mrs. 
Longworth must be parked at 


dinner tables above Vice President 
Curtis and Mrs. Gann and everyone 
else except Mr. and Mrs. Hoover. 


If the Hon. Mr. Longworth, with 


the help of his able wife, should act- 
ually be able to put it over it would 
be a crowning- climax to the history 
oi the speakership and would add a 
complete social triumph to that of- 
fice's gradual accumulation of politi- 
cal power. It's a long story. 


AN" AXCIBNT OFFICE 


The offfte originated in the Brit- 


ish H< us«*of Commons and the first 
speaker whose name is recorded was 
Thomas de Hungerford, \\ho served 
in the year 1377. Early speakers 
appear to have been subservient to 
the king just as ours generally are 
to the president today. They became 
more independent, however, especial- 
ly after the Cromwell period. 


Colonial legislatures in 
America 


had their speakers, who were sub- 
ject to removal or expulsion when 
they failed to command a majority of 
the House or obey its orders. Presid 
ing officers of the Continental con- 
gresses were known as presidents 
rather than as speakers. Election of 
a speaker was provided for in the 
Constitution, but nothing was 
said 


about his duties — or his social pre- 
cedence- 


Frederick A. Muhlenberg of Penn- 


sylvania became the first 
speaker 


under the Constitution, lie -was a 
portly, prosperous gent, more patri- 
otic than brilliant. Originally he was 
merely a presiding officer, but the 
House gave him 
the privilege of 


making committee appointments. He 
was succeeded by Jonathan 
Trum- 


bull of Connecticut, 
but in 1793, 


when the House first divided along 
partisan lines, the 
anti-Federalists 


re-elected him. 


Nathaniel Macon of North 
Caro 


lina, who used to enter the births 
and pedigree of his horses on the 
fly-leaf of the family Bible, -was elect- 
ed speaker in the first Jefferson ad- 
ministration and 
became the first 


one to assert his constitutional to 
vote, despite an existing House rule 
which denied him the privilege. He 
was also the first to lead his party 
from the chair. But the speaker re- 
mained a servant of the House, rath- 
er than its master. 


GREATEST OF ALL 


Henry Clay is regarded 
as 
the 


greatest of American speakers, and 
was the youngest man ever elected 
to the office. He realized the possi- 
bilities of the job and played them 
for all they were worth, organizing 
committees so that he could run the 
House to suit himself. He manipulat- 
ed the rules for political purposes, 
but none of his decisions was ever 
overruled. He 
even overshadowed 


President Madison. Many less compe- 
tent successors have been far 
less 


powerful. He was six times elected to 
the position. 


James G. Blaine, elected in 1869, 


manipulated the power of his office 
to help his presidential Ambitions. 
He denied members tho privilege of 
the floor when he didn't like what 
they were going to say and came to 
exert great power in framing bills. 
His authority was virtually absolute. 
His immediate successors did 
not 


surrender much. 


Speaker Thomas B. Reed of Maine, 


able, shrewd and aggressive, became 
known as "Czar" Reed in the early 
nirteties. Under Reed, nine 
legally 


elected Democrats were fired out of 
the House in order to increase the 
Republican majority to a safe work- 
ing margin. Democratic members be- 
gan to revolt by refusing to 
vote, 


though present, refusing a. quorum. 
Reed counted them "present" despite 
their protests, and when they sought

IVE objectives of the American 
Association of University Wo- 
men were listed by Miss Marion 


Talbot, one of the founders of the 
ftrganization, in an address Satur- 
day afternoon at Riverview Country 
ilub before 125 members of the A. 
A. U. W. of Appleton, Oshkosh, Rip- 
on, Green Bay, Fond du Lac and 
!>tner ernes 01 the i'ox Kiver valley. 


They are as follows: To bring in- 


fluence to bear in gaining more voice 
for women in the government' of col- 
leges; to gain more recognition for 
women on college faculties; to pro- 
mote a health program; to improve 
social 
life; 
to stimulate 
sound 


scholarship. 


Miss Talbot described the status 


of womens' education when she was 
a girl. She said her parents were 
considered most eccentric when they 
decided to send her to college and 
she was socially ostracized when she 
entered the Boston University. 
It 


was at the suggestion of her moth- 
er that Miss Talbot, her sister and 
Alice Hayes, a graduate of Vassar, 
organized a group of college women 
in Nov. 1SS1 for the purpose of mak- 
ing a place for themselves where 
they might use their college train- 
ing. 


Seventeen women from eight dif- 


ferent colleges one of them the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, met and sent 
out a call to all university women in 
New England and New Tork. In 
January 1882 a group of 65 women 
met and organized under the name 
of the Association of Collegiate Wo- 
men. 


In its early days the association 


centered its efforts in two directions. 
They were in meeting the objections 
to hikher education for women and 
establishing 
certains 
standards 


which institutions who desired ad- 
mission for the alumnae must meet. 
A particularly valuable contribution 
was made in the latter field. 


Later a group led by Chicago wo- 


men organized the Western Associa- 
jtion of Collegiate Women. In 1889 
the eastern and wester., groups unit- 
ed. The credit for 
beginning the 


fellowship movement belongs to the 
western branch. 
The first 
fejlow- 


ship1 awarded to a. woman in this 
country was ;n 1884 at Cornell Uni- 
versity. Today, less, than 50 years 
later, the Association considers a 
million dollar scholarship fund, all 
too small, said the speaker.

changed to American Association of 
University Women, at the time of 
its affiliation with the International

now is in full operation. The new 
structure was designed by E. L 
Small,' chief engineer of the com- 
pany, and was constructed by the C. 
R. ]Mej er Construction company of 
r-\ * " 
• 
VJOiiti.V-/oi.i . 


The main building is DO feet wide, 


80 feet long, and 75 feet from the 
floor to the roof. The basement is 14 
feet deep. A new smoke stack 220 
feet above the river level at normal 
conditions also was recently com- 
pleted. The stack is situated on the 
extreme soutJ- side of the new boil- 
er house. 


The entire building is constructed 


of face brick, reinforced concrete, 
and structural steel work. Six large 
windows approximately 43 feet long 
have been installed on the north side 
of the main boiler house which 
makes the large loom well lighted. 
The coal storage building has 14 
smaller windows on the north side 
and an equal number on the oppo- 
site side. 


Four large 507 horse power cross- 


clrum boilers ha\e been installed in 
the new house. They are equipped 
•with four Westinghouse five retort 
stokers, 25 tujeis deep, and are set 
in two batteries, each pro\ided with 
a Copes feed water regulators and 
Hagen combustion control appaia 
tus. 
HAS BLOWN-DOWN EQUIPMENT 


They also are equipped with con- 


tinuous 
blown-down 
equipment 


whereby dirty water is carried out of 
the system, and a heat exchanger 
•which utilizes -waste heat by bring- 
ing it back to the feed water which 
in turn passes through a de-aerating 
feed water heater. The feed water 
pumping system consists of two tur- 
bine driven and one motor driven 
pumps. 


The boilers also are equipped with 


draft guages and flow meters. The 
two large 
draft fans are Jocat- 


cd in the basement directly under- 
neath the larger boilers. An intri 
cate system of draft regulators is 
used 


The method of handling coal for

ures 50 by 80 feet, and is 75 feet high. It is of face brick, reinforced concrete, and structural steel. 


boilers is so arranged that it isn't 
necessary for the five workmen op- 
erating the massive plant to use a 
shovel except to sweep up the little 
soot of ashes which might collect on 
the floor. 


A track hopper large enough to 


receive two cars at once is part of 
the coal handling equipment. It is 
elevated to a bunker of 200 tons cap- 
acity located oier and in front of the 
soilers. The bunker is provided with 
a traveling weigh-lary whereby it is 


possible by means of a mere pull on 
a chain to shift the individual boil 
01 's coal supply to any point desired 
and weigh the amount of coal used 
in the boiler daily. 


"When coal cars enter the company 


j arils they are spotted over a coal 
grate. "When the bottoms of the car 
are leleased the fuel sifts through 
the outdoor grate and into a hopper. 


CLEAN BOILERS RAPIDLY 
A -drag line system also is used 


which reclaims coal from the storage 


pile. An ele\ator sjsten carries the 
coal to the overhead bunkers. 


Ey means of a small key it is pos 


sible for a single workman to clean 
the boilers.^of ashes in a few minutes 
time. The'ash shaker sjstem is en 
tirely conti oiled by steam. The olc 
method of shaking the large grates 
by hand has besn done away with, 
according to Mr. Small. 


When the ashes drop through the 


grates they fall into a large deposit 
hopper in the basemen, of the build- 
ing.
